SITE SET FOR GO-AHEAD 


Proposals to demolish former 
bulk tanker plant to build 
houses set to be approved 


PLANS to build more than 50 homes on the site 
of a closed factory in Burscough have been 
recommended to be approved - despite flooding 
concerns. 

Proposals have been put to West Lancashire Bor- 
ough Council to demolish the former Universal 
Bulk Handling Ltd buildings at Orrell Lane and 
build 54 properties on the site. 

Prospect GB (Ltd) and Baxi Partnership Ltd is the 
applicant behind the development. 

The application came before the borough coun- 
cis planning committee on March 17, but was 
deferred to obtain further comments from the High- 
way Authority and to allow the applicant to 
reconsider pedestrian links with Orrell Lane. 

A decision is due to be made tomorrow (Thursday, 
April 21). 

Burscough Town Council has concerns about the 
risk of flooding with the development and members 
say they were not formally consulted over the pro-

posal. The town council is also concerned about the 
extra traffic travelling down Orrell Lane to access 
the A59 Liverpool Road. 

Burscough Flooding Group members claim that 
the development of the site will bring additional 
water to an area which suffers serious and frequent 
flooding. 


Officers at West Lancashire Borough Council are 
in favour of the proposals. Heidi McDougall, cor- 
porate director of place and community at the 
council, wrote in favour of the application in plan- 
ning documents for this week’s meeting. 

She stated: “This site is previously developed land

to continue after 
£5m grant secured

LANCASHIRE Violence Reduction Network is 
set to receive government funding of £5m to 
enable it to continue for the next three years. 

The group is a collaboration across public sector 
agencies that works to reduce serious violence 
across the county. 

The funding, secured through the Office of the 
Police and Crime Commissioner, coincides with 
the Government publishing an evaluation of Viol- 
ence Reduction Unit performance which shows 
that they are starting to have a positive impact in 
reducing violent crime. 

Lancashire Violence Reduction Network was one 
of the original 18 Violence Reduction Units pion- 
eering a new approach that brings together local 
partners in policing, education, health, and local 
government, to deepen understanding of the root 
causes of violence and put interventions in place. 

Lancashire Constabulary's chief constable Chris 
Rowley said: “As Lancashire Violence Reduction 
Network enters its fourth year, we hope today's 
promise of continued funding will reassure the 
people across Lancashire that we will never let up 
in our efforts to keep them safe." 

Initiatives facilitated by Lancashire Violence 
Reduction Network include coaching programmes 
to reduce reoffending and improving the life 
chances of young people, knife crime education

and prevention activity including the Knife Angel 
visit to Lancashire in November 2021, and work to 
bring trauma-informed practice into public ser- 
vices, called Trauma Informed Lancashire. 

Other programmes sponsored assist in building 
parenting skills and emotional resilience. 

The Emergency Department Navigator pro- 
gramme is now available in all emergency 
departments across Lancashire. The programme 
helps people, particularly those who arrive with 
violence related injuries, to access support services 
and provides non-judgemental support that con- 
tinues after discharge.

Business leaders join MPs 
in calling for better rail 
connectivity in West Lancs 


'Burscough Curves 
are restoration key to 
improving transport 
links in whole region’

BUSINESS leaders and cross-party 
politicians joined forces at a round 
table' event to call for better rail con- 
nectivity in Southport and West 
Lancashire. 

Southport College hosted the meeting 
last week when the existing ‘transport 
challenges' were discussed. 

Some of the attendees included South- 
port Tory MP Damien Moore, West 
Lancashire's Labour MP Rosie Cooper, 
South Ribble's Tory MP Katherine Fletcher, 
Rachel Fitzgerald the Chief Executive 
Officer of Southport Business Improve- 
ment District (BID) and Patrick 
McLoughlin, chairman of Transport for the 
North. 

There were also local councillors and 


representatives from Sefton Council, West 
Lancashire Borough Council, Lancashire 
County Council and the Liverpool City 
Region Combined Authority. 

There were two major focuses: restoring 
direct rail travel between Southport, Pre- 
ston and Ormskirk, after the line was axed 
in the 1960s; and restoring direct rail 
travel between Southport and rail sta- 
tions including Piccadilly to the south of 
Manchester City Centre, which are due to 
be lost this December. 

Piccadilly is the only station in the North 
West that connects directly with every 
major place in Britain, and so the direct 
link to Southport is seen as crucial to 
encouraging people to travel to and from 
the resort. 

MP Moore proposed that the December 
2022 timetable presents opportunities for 
a Sunday service through to the airport, 
and for trains through to Stockport thus 
serving Piccadilly too, and the case for 
this was presented. 

MP Moore said: “Strong connectivity is 
vital to bringing people to Southport and 
supporting not only our tourism industry, 
but indeed our wider business and educa- 
tion sectors, all of which is crucial to 
Levelling Up our town. 


"It was fantastic to get such a wide range 
of important voices in one room together 
to discuss these issues and I am very 
excited that we now have the momentum 
and consensus together to really start 
making headway with these projects." 

The round table also focused on the 
Burscough Curves and a Leyland West 
station and discussed how the Curves 
could be the 'epicentre of this transport 
connectivity for our whole region' as tens 
of thousands of residents live within a 
short distance of the Ormskirk and South- 
port lines. 

Ms Cooper added: "This was an invalu- 
able opportunity for us to show Transport 
for the North that rail transport in our 
constituencies has for too long been 
ignored and overlooked and this must 
change. 

“Since I became an MP, I have cam- 
paigned for the reopening of Burscough 
Curves, an Ormskirk bypass, and a rail- 
way station for Skelmersdale. 

"These projects will result in an incred- 
ible boost to thelocal economy and have a 
massive social impact. 

"This is especially true ` for 
Skelmersdale, a town of more than 
40,000 that doesn't have a train station!" 


Plan to build homes on site of closed 
factory recommended for approval 
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Proposals to build 
169 homes at site 
of former Yew Tree 
Farm in village are 
set for go-ahead

A RESERVED matters 
planning application to 
build 169 homes at the 
site of the former Yew 
Tree Farm at Higgins 
Lane in Burscough has 
been recommended for 
approval by officers at 
Nest Lancashire Coun- 
cil. 

The application, which 
is asking for approval 
for the appearance, landscaping, 
layout and scale of the develop- 
ment, has been submitted by 
Redrow Homes Limited and 
Crompton Property Develop- 
ments Ltd. 

The application will come in 
front of councillors of the Plan- 
ning Committee on Thursday, 
April 21. 

Outline planning permission 
has already been granted for res- 
idential development on the site. 

The proposal includes a mix of 
one, two, three, four and five 
bedroomed terraced and 
detached houses as well as three 
blocks of two-storey apartments. 

A total of 59 affordable dwell- 
ings, equating to 3596, will be 
located within the layout. Of 
these, 21 homes would be for 
shared ownership tenure and 38 
would be for affordable rent. 

Phase one and two of the 
detailed residential elements of 
the outline permission have 
already been approved and will 
deliver 398 dwellings. The cur- 
rent application proposes 169 
dwellings, which results in a 
total of 567 dwellings across the 
site. 

Burscough Flood Group has 
objected to the development as 
they believe it “will cause foul 
sewer flooding in New Lane,

through adding a load of 172 
homes to UU's foul sewer net- 
work." 

In planning documents for the 
meeting, the corporate director 
of place and community at West 
Lancashire Borough Council - 
Heidi McDougall wrote: “I con- 
sider the layout, scale, 
proportions and design of the 
proposed dwellings to be accept- 
able and the scheme would not 
adversely impact on neighbour- 
ing amenity of surrounding 
properties. 

“I am also satisfied that the 
scheme will not have a signific- 
ant impact on highway safety 
and adequate parking will be 
provided. 

“I consider that sufficient inter- 
face distances have been 
achieved in order to protect 
neighbouring residential amen- 


ity. 

“Affordable housing has been 
provided on this phase and 
drainage proposals are in accord- 
ance with the overall strategy for 
the wider site. 

“I am of the opinion that the 
proposal complies with the relev- 
ant policies in the National 
Planning Policy Framework, the 
Local Plan, the Burscough Parish 
Neighbourhood Plan and the Yew 
Tree Farm Masterplan.”

within the settlement 
boundary, and is a highly 
sustainable site for housing, 
being within easy walking 


distance of Burscough centre. 


“I conclude that the loss of 
an employment site is 
acceptable in that the 
redevelopment for residen- 
tial use offers the most 
effective use of the land in 
line with the National Plan- 
ning Policy Framework. 

“There is no requirement 


for affordable housing on 
site given vacant building 
credit. 

*The Highway Authority 
considers that the proposed 
development would see a 
reduction of both cars and 
HGV visits to the site in com- 
parison with the site's lawful 
industrial use and that the 
proposed development 
would not have a severe 
impact on highway capacity 
or highway safety. 

“I consider that the drain- 
age arrangements will result 


in a significant reduction of 
surface runoff and reduce 
the impact of flooding in 
Orrell Lane and Crabtree 
Lane. 

“The detailed requirements 
in respect of site layout, res- 
idential impacts, (including 
noise), contamination and 
ecology are acceptable. 

*Whilst there is still a 
shortfall in informal open 
space provision, I consider 
that the qualitative improve- 
ments to open space around 
the canal, the improved ped- 


estrian access into 
Burscough and the benefits 
to the redevelopment of the 
site for housing, particularly 
the improved appearance of 
the site on the edge of the 
settlement and the economic 
benefits of housing develop- 
ment and construction 
outweigh the slight harm to 
the requirements of EN3 
(Provision of Green Infra- 
structure and Open 
Recreation Space [from the 
West Lancashire Local 
Plan.])”

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MP says working 
pensioners will soon 
face ‘triple whammy’ 


‘Thousands in West Lancs 
will be hit by soaring prices, 
tax rises and a real-terms 
cut to their state pension’

MP Rosie Cooper says retired people in West Lan- 
cashire who work to supplement their income 
are facing a “triple whammy of soaring prices, 
tax rises and a real-terms cut to their state pen- 
sion.” 

The West Lancashire has commented following 
new analysis which shows that working pensioners 
could be an average of £1,400 worse off over the 
next two years. 

A working pensioner earning the average salary, 
who is in receipt of the State Pension and liable to 
pay the Health and Social Care Levy, face a real- 
terms reduction in their income of £770 in 2022/23 
and £622 in 2023/24, an almost £1,400 loss. 

The analysis also shows the value of the State Pen- 
sion is eroded in real-terms by nearly £300 next year 
and will still be lower in real-terms in 2023/24 even 
if it is uprated by 5.9%, the rate of inflation that is 
forecast for September 2022. 

Ms Cooper said: “Thousands of retired people in 
West Lancashire work, to contribute to our com- 
munities or to supplement their state pension which 
is facing a real-terms cut this April. 

“It’s disgraceful that working pensioners are 
facing a triple whammy of soaring prices, tax rises 
and a real terms cut to their state pension.” 

A spokesperson for the Department for Work and

Pensions said: “We recognise the pressures pension- 
ers are facing with the cost of living and we are 
doing what we can to help. 

“This includes supporting more than 11million 
pensioners with their energy bills through our 
Winter Fuel Payments, cutting fuel duty and we 
have uprated the State Pension, making the full 
yearly amount £2,300 higher than in 2010. 

“We are also raising National Insurance thresholds 
so people keep more of what they earn and we have 
boosted the minimum wage by more than £1,000 a 
year for full-time workers. 

“For those hardest hit right now, a third of our 
£500billion Household Support Fund has been ring- 
fenced to support pensioners and we urge people to 
check if they are also eligible for Pension Credit.” 
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Former karate instructor 
who raped schoolgirl and 
woman, jailed for 14 years

A FORMER karate instructor who raped a 
schoolgirl and a woman has been jailed for 14 
years. 

David Bottomley was described in court by one 
of his victims as “a monster" and a judge said that 
he had given a dishonest and devious account in 
his trial. 

Bottomley, 58, from Banks, ran martial arts 
classes and also worked as a doorman in South- 
port. He was convicted of the attacks after a trial 
at Liverpool Crown Court in January and 
appeared for sentencing. 

Robert Dudley, prosecuting, said in one incident 
Bottomley used a karate kick on the woman's jaw 
while wearing steel toe-capped boots. 

His first victim did not tell anyone about what 
happened until other allegations against Bottom- 
ley emerged in 2017. 

That was when his second victim, who was a 
schoolgirl at the time of the abuse, watched an 
episode of Crimewatch on TV. 

Mr Dudley said when the presenter asked a 
question about knowing anyone who was sexu- 
ally abused as a child or an abuser who has 
oo with children, “it triggered something in 

er.” 


‘Bully and a coward’ 


She wrote a letter to her mum, whom she had 
never told before, and it was decided that she 
should contact the police. 

When interviewed by officers she revealed that 
Bottomley raped her when she was about 12. The 
first victim then also made a complaint to the 
police. 

Bottomley, of Hoole Lane, Banks, denied any 
wrongdoing, which meant his victims had to give 
evidence at a trial in January. 

He was convicted of the historic sex offence and 


of assault causing actual bodily 
harm against the first woman. In a 
victim statement, Bottomley was 
described as “a bully and a cow- 
ard.” 

Bottomley was found guilty of 
rape, indecency with a child and 
two charges of indecent assault 
against the schoolgirl. He was 
acquitted of two other sex assaults 
on the schoolgirl and of three sex 
offences on two other girls. 

Patrick Williamson, defending, 
said Bottomley’s work history was 
‘in essence of public service’ volun- 
teering with Sefton Coast and 
Countryside Service, then at 
Southport YMCA, before he 
worked for five years for the Coast- 
guard, in search and rescue teams, 
when he witnessed 13 deaths. 

Mr Williamson said his client 
later joined the Prison Service as a 
security guard at HMP Kirkham, 
but was diagnosed with ‘complex PTSD’ due to 
what he saw as a coastguard, “witnessing both 
adults and children who had died.” 

Judge Aubrey said he was satisfied Bottomley 
was a ‘violent and abusive’ man, whose sex 
attack on the woman left her feeling sick, viol- 
ated and humiliated. He said on another 
occasion, he kicked her in the jaw. 

Judge Aubrey said: “You had steel toe-capped 
boots on. She described it as being excruciatingly 
painful and thought you had broken her jaw.” 

He said Bottomley raped and abused the 
schoolgirl and manipulated her by giving her 
money afterwards. 

Judge Aubrey told Bottomley: “You have shown 
no remorse whatsoever,” and jailed him for a 
total of 14 years with an extended one year on 
licence as an offender of particular concern. 

He was also ordered to sign on the Sex Offend- 
ers Register for life.

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Councillor lashes out at 


Rishi's Spring Statement 


SKELMERSDALE County Cllr Julie 
Gibson has hit out at Rishi Sunak's 
recent Spring Budget announce- 
ment for doing little to support 
local people - especially, she says, 
for those living in poverty. 

The chancellor's statement came 
amid a rapidly worsening cost-of- 
living crisis which is impacting 
with rising food prices and energy 
costs cited as the main drivers. 

With inflation forecast to reach 
7.496 this year, Cllr Gibson said 
measures announced in the state- 
ment will only make the cost-of- 
living crisis worse. 

Cllr Gibson said: “There is noth- 
ing to help energy bills, nothing to 
support struggling pensioners, 
nothing to stop the worst fall in 
living standards since the 1950s 
and very little to soften petrol 

ain. 

"He has done nothing for those 
dependent on benefits, the very 
poorest, besides a small amount of 
extra cash for local authorities to 
dispense at their discretion. We are 
seeing increasing numbers of 


people in work who are using 
foodbanks as figures from the TUC 
suggest that pay packets are now 
expected to fall in value by £11 a 
week this year." 

She continued: “Despite the 
chancellor's reluctant measures, 
the facts are that he is still taking 
money out of people's pockets with 
an increase in national insurance 
contributions, he could have prop- 
erly scrapped his national 
insurance hike, but he didn't; he 
could have put a windfall tax on 
oil and gas producers to provide 
real support to households, but he 
didn't." 

She added: “If he can cut tax in 
2024, he can cut it now and sup- 
port the millions of people who 
will be forced into poverty." 

Chancellor Rishi Sunak defended 
his Spring Statement, saying: ^I 
wish I could make sure we protect 
everyone against all aspects of 
rising inflation but it's impossible 
for anyone in my job to do that. 

“What we can do is make a dif- 
ference where we can."

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LED streetliehts and 
recycled asphalt will 
cut carbon footprint

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LANCASHIRE County Council has revealed new 
plans to save thousands of tonnes of carbon by 
revolutionising the way that it maintains the 
roads. 

According to a new report, the council's first 
Highways Decarbonisation Strategy reflects the 
county council’s wider plans to transition Lan- 
cashire's economy away from carbon and address 
the biodiversity crisis. 

Since 2009, the council has already reduced car- 
bon emissions by more than 86,400 tonnes, and 
saved almost £40m in energy costs with measures 
such as converting streetlights to using LED lamps. 

Further progress is being made with the introduc- 
tion of new repair techniques such as recycling 
asphalt when resurfacing roads, which is predicted 
to save a further 267 tonnes of carbon in the next 
year. 

The new strategy will provide a basis for saving 
carbon across all aspects of the council's highway 
maintenance operations, beginning with calculat- 
ing its current carbon output to establish a baseline 
in order to map out a route to net zero. 

Actions outlined in the report include: 

- Training staff to be able to calculate the carbon 
output of materials over the lifecycle of a project in 
order to choose the lowest carbon option. 

- Considering lower-carbon options when renew- 
ing items. For example, replacing internally lit 
bollards at pedestrian crossings with un-lit reflect- 
ive bollards. 

- Mapping energy efficiency of highways depots 
to target the most effective solutions such as LED

lighting, and improved insulation. 

- Making use of in-vehicle technology to influence 
behaviour and encourage staff to conserve fuel 
when driving as part of their job. 

- Where possible, moving away from using petrol 
and diesel fuelled vehicles towards alternatives 
such as electric or hydrogen. 

- Working with universities to develop new tech- 
nology - such as drones capable of carrying out 
bridge inspections, replacing the need for carbon- 
intensive access equipment and road closures. 

Phil Durnell, director of highways and transport, 
said: "Lancashire County Council is currently look- 
ing at how we can reduce our carbon emissions in 
everything we do and this strategy is the starting 
point for making further savings as part of our 
highway maintenance operations."

a 60km run in six 
days during Autism 
Awareness Month 
(April) to raise 
funds for NAS and 
help change atti- 
tudes and 
transform lives of 
autistic people. 

Their fundraiser 
was held to coin- 
cide with World 
Autism Day, earlier 
this month. 

Brendan's journey began when he 
was two years old and diagnosed with 
severe autism.

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£100 bet leads man to 
lose eight stone - and 
become an athlete!

WHEN his family bet him £100 that he wouldn't 
be able to stay sober for 50 days, a Skelmersdale 
man proved them very wrong - not only quitting 
binge-drinking, but also dropping eight stone 
and qualifying for an international athletic 
competition. 

During a party, Ste Bolton's family noticed that 
Ste was consuming more alcohol and more quickly 
than others at the table. He took it to heart when 
two of his relatives jokingly challenged him to go 
50 days without a drink in return for a £100 
wager... and he achieved 100 days sober! 

Ste also joined Bannatyne Health Club in 
Skelmersdale and went on to drop from 20 to 12 
stone and was selected to represent Great Britain at 
Bilbao Bizkaia 2022 European Multisport Triathlon 
Championship. 

After losing his mother and sister to cancer, Ste 
was struggling with his mental health and says he 
used binge-drinking with friends and his Sunday 
league football team as a coping mechanism. 

But, in a bid to win the bet, Ste threw himself into 
training at the health club, which he says turned 
around his mental health and transformed his life. 
In the four years since making that life-changing 
bet, Ste has become a daily visitor to the club at the 
Northway Centre and has become firm friends with 
staff members and other members. He receives 
one-to-one support from the club's personal train- 
ers Nathan Wharton, Joe Madden and Brandon 
TN: who have helped guide him towards his 
goals. 

While training at the club, he met fellow member 
Ian Roberts, head coach for the Prime Triathlon 
Team, who has helped and encouraged Ste to take 
part in events and competitions, including the Iron

Ste, a warehouse manager for Amazon, said: 
"Four years ago, I would never have pictured myself 
as a daily gym-goer. I can honestly say joining Ban- 
natyne Health Club has been the best thing I could 
have done, not only for my physical health, but also 
my mental health. 

"I've stopped regularly binge drinking and taking 
the anti-depressants that I was on for many years. 

"It's crazy when you think all of this has happened 
because of a daft £100 bet. 

“T really undervalued the impact that exercise has 
on mental health. But it's not just the actual exer- 
cise that has helped me, it's being a member at the 
club. When the club was closed because of Covid 
restrictions it was really tough for me. I could still 
do some of my training, but I really missed the 
social side of it."

No Fault Divorce 


On 6th April 2022, the biggest change 
in divorce law for 50 years was ushered 
in — and for the first time ever in our 
country we now have true no fault 
divorce. 


Whilst divorce is still going to be very 
much a legal process (for most couples 
only a divorce, or death can end a 
marriage, no matter how long you 
have been separated), now the only 
ground for a divorce will be that the 
marriage cannot be saved. Gone are 
the days of having to claim adultery or 
give lots of examples of unreasonable 
behaviour. Also gone is the ability of 
one party being able to stop the other 
from getting a divorce if they want one 
— you cannot now “defend” a divorce. 


This is a change in the law for which 
family lawyers have campaigned for 
many years and is long overdue. Most 
family lawyers (and particularly those 
who are a member of an organisation 
called Resolution, which | am) have felt 
that given the reason for the breakdown 
of the marriage so very rarely has an 
effect on the outcome of associated 
financial applications or children act 
applications, that forcing clients to 
rely on one spouses "fault" to obtain 
a divorce, only served to increase 
antagonism between the parties. 


Divorce is never going to be stress 
free. It is, after all, the unravelling of a 
family dynamic and the start of a new 
family relationship. There will usually 
still be issues concerning children and 
finances to resolve. However taking 
one cause for argument — the grounds 
for divorce — out of the equation can 
only be a good thing and one to be 
welcomed.

A SKELMERSDALE teenager is encouraging 
more young people to explore life at university, 
after a careers advice programme helped her 
make steps towards her dream job. 

Jahnaya Alexander, 18, is set to start at Edge Hill 
University later this year, after support from Future 
U's mentoring scheme helped her decide on her 
next steps after leaving college. 

Jahnaya took part in a Future U mentoring 
scheme back in 2019 when she was at Up Holland 
High School, which encouraged her to think about 
her future after leaving school and the education 
routes to get the qualifications needed for her 
dream job as PE teacher. 

Jahnaya admits she lacked focus before starting 
the Future U mentoring programme, where peers 
who have started university worked with her on an 
eight-week programme designed to help her think 
about a future career and the steps that she would 
need to start towards her dream role. 

Jahnaya said: ^I hadn't really thought about my 
future before the mentoring scheme. If anything, I 
was just planning on going straight into work as 
soon as I could, however after hearing about the 
sessions everything changed for me. 

“I was teaching some dance at the time, but I 
never saw it as a career and would have laughed if 
you'd told me I could go to university back then.” 

The mentoring sessions included team building 
activities, future mapping and hearing about the 
different pathways to work, including the benefits 
of a university degree. 

For Jahnaya, the sessions not only helped her to 
clarify her future aspirations but with a goal of 
qualifying for college and then university her

schoolwork improved too. Teachers found that 
Jahnaya was more driven as she completed her 
work and exam revision to get the results she 
needed to start a Level 3 Extended Diploma in 
Sports, Fitness and Personal Training at West Lan- 
cashire College.

The tawny owl is a bird that is more 

often heard than seen. It is the owl that is 
responsible for the well-known *twit-twoo" 
call that we all associate with owls. 


At Martin Mere, the tawny owl is difficult 
to see. Being an owl, it is active at night and 
the only way to see one during the day is 

to stumble across a roosting owl perched, 
motionless, on a branch. However, in early 
spring, these roosting perches are easier to 
find, as the birds stay close to their nests. 
Furthermore, most trees are not fully in leaf, 
which makes them even easier to find. 


Two pairs of tawny owls breed every year 

at Martin Mere and we also know exactly 
where they will be, as they use nest boxes 
that we put out for them. Usually, the female 
will remain inside the nest box, with the male 
perched somewhere close by. 


Owls are one of the UK's earliest breeding 
birds and will start courting and mating long 
before winter is over. The owls are using 

our nest boxes by March, with the young 
hatching out in April. As was the case last

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year, one pair has nested in the patch of 
woodland close to our Ron Barker hide and 
the other pair is using a box at the back of 
our canoe safari. 


In the last week, the pair in the nest box near 
the Ron Barker hide has hatched its first 
owlet. By the time you read this, we expect 
the remaining two eggs to have also hatched. 


As well as the owlet and two eggs, a look 
inside the nest box also revealed six dead 
mice. This shows how busy the parents have 
been in stocking up with a food supply to 
feed their new young, which will stay in the 
nest box for the next 30 to 40 days before 
leaving. Their exit coincides with more 
foliage on the trees and so they will remain 
better hidden, while they are still dependent 
on their parents for food. 


So, over the next month or so, look up in the 
trees where you see the large nest boxes and 
you may well see our tawny owls. It is the 
best chance you'll have of seeing the owls 
before they get lost in the leaves.

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WHAT'S the earliest you can get away with 
mentioning Christmas? 

I think the cheekiest pre-festive plug I've ever 
come across was an eatery in Ainsdale, which 
once plugged the fact, mid-August, that it was 
now taking bookings for its Christmas dinners, 
but I'm going to go even earlier than that and 
pick the Wednesday just after Easter. Largely 
because I’ve just decided what Father Christmas 
can bring me in his sleigh this year. 

Thats because a tiny company in Coventry has 
just decided to answer a question that virtually no 
one has asked; what would the Austin-Healey 100 
look like if it was rebuilt today, using modern tech? 

The result is a sinewy new sports car thats 
bob-on in terms of Fifties proportions. Caton, 
the company in question, has created something 
that anyone with a copy of the Observer Book 
of Cars, circa 1957, would recognise as a Big 
Healey, but garnished with details that mark it 
out as something that's had a lot of effort put into 
it. Personally, I think it looks stunning. 

Of course, reinvented classic cars are nothing 
new. Jaguar will happily sell you an E-type that's 
completely faithful to the original, or, as Harry 
and Meghan discovered on their wedding day, 
one thats had its XK straight six stripped out 
and replaced with an electric motor. There 
are companies too that will sell you Jensen 
Interceptors with modern-day Chevrolet V8s 
beneath their bonnets and uprated brakes, 
steering and suspension, but this isnt a 
restoration on steroids. 

This is more like what another British company, 
called RML, has done, when they imagined what 
a 1950s Ferrari 250 SWB if it was kitted out with 
Apple CarPlay. They're clearly inspired by the old 
cars, but they're not restorations - they're hand- 
built playthings for people bored by the Ferrari 
296 GTB and Lotus Emira. 


DACIAS latest people-mover has been given 
just one star in the latest round of European 
crash tests. Euro NCAP said that the lack of a 
seatbelt reminder for the rearmost passengers 
in the seven-seater was part of the reason for 
the models poor performance. It was better 
news for the DS 4 and Hondas HR-V, both of 
which picked up four stars during the safety 
groups latest assessments.

In the Healeys case you get a brand-new 
chassis, albeit with all of the original's weak points 
ironed out, an uprated four-cylinder engine 
based on the originals block, chucking 185bhp 
at the wire wheels at the back, a marvellously 
rorty side-exit exhaust and a guarantee that only 
24 other people, in the entire world, will have 
the same car as you. It even has a delightfully 
pompous name; it is, ladies and gentleman, the 
Healey by Caton, which makes it sound like a 
high-end bootmaker. They could have called it 
the Caton-Healey 100 and it still would have had 
the right old-world charm to it, but Healey by 
Caton lets you know from the off that you cant 
afford it. 

Speaking of which, its £474,000. Whichever 
way you put it, that's an awful lot for a draughty 
two-seater with less power than a Ford Fiesta ST, 
especially when you consider that you can have 
an Austin-Healey 100, the car that inspired it, for 
less than a tenth of the price. 

So asa practical proposition it makes no 
sense whatsoever, costs a fortune and will still 
leave you soaked when it rains, but I still want 
one because it's a hand-crafted reboot of one of 
the best-looking cars ever made. I don't suppose 
sleighs have room for cars on them, do they?
